EXTRAORDINARY  COLLECTION  OF  1929  #1  Sheets 

This  group  of  166  uncut  sheets  of  1929  brown  seal  NBN’s  - the  largest  ever 
auctioned  - comprises  some  107  towns  in  17  states,  principally  remote  states, 
small  towns,  and  small  banks  of  limited  capitalization.  Many  are  of  highly 
unusual  names — bank  titles  include  Bozeman  Waters,  Ouachita,  United  States, 
Herring,  Melissa,  and  Massanutten  among  others;  town  names  include  such 
oddities  as  Fordyce,  El  Dorado,  Wallowa,  Cherry  Tree,  Witt,  Scenery  Hill, 
Troupe,  West,  Mart,  Pharr,  Kerens  and  Okanogan.  States  rated  as  unusually 
rate  by  Donlon  include  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Nevada,  Oregon  and  Washington, 
and  the  sheets  on  these  states  are  almost  entirely  from  smaller  towns  rather  than 
from  the  few  big  cities.  Three-fourths  are  of  the  rarer  Type  II  issue:  no  suffix 
letter,  bank  CN  in  brown  next  to  SN’s  (May  27,  1933-1935).  Only  one  of  these 
sheets  is  recorded  in  M.  O.  Warns’s  The  National  Bank  Note  Issues  of  1929-35. 
Possibly  4 or  5 others  may  be  included  in  Warns’s  inventory  as  of  unknown  type 
and  SN's.  Most  are  on  towns  and  banks  unknown  to  Warns,  a minority  being 
of  known  banks  but  unlisted  denominations.  It  follows  that  all  these  are  rare, 
most  of  them  extremely  rare,  some  believed  possibly  unique  in  sheet  form. 
All  are  uncirculated,  mostly  choice. 

“Unrecorded  denomination”  means  that  though  Treasury  records  indicated 
the  issue  of  a particular  denomination  for  a given  bank,  no  specimen  of  that 
denomination  has  been  included  in  the  Louis  van  Belkum  inventory  (Warns, 
chapter  5).  "Unrecorded”  means  no  note  on  that  bank  asterisked  in  van  Belkum 
as  known  to  exist:  therefore,  of  the  highest  rarity. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  three  $50  and  three  $100  sheets. 
These  could  never  have  been  very  numerous.  During  the  depression,  few  reci- 
pients could  afford  to  keep  them  uncut  indefinitely  long  as  souvenirs.  As  Gorge 
Blake  did  not  buy  sheets  of  these  denominations  on  behalf  of  Col.  Green,  very 
few  were  saved.  Warns  knew  only  two  $50’s  and  two  $ 100’s,  the  six  here  offered 
being  unrecorded  in  sheet  form,  several  of  unrecorded  denomination,  the  Lan- 
caster, Ohio  $50  sheet  (No.  99,  the  only  non-#  1 sheet  in  the  collection)  being 
on  a bank  of  which  no  individual  survivors  are  recorded  in  van  Belkum. 

To  help  collectors  of  this  series,  we  follow  the  order  of  increasing  charter 
numbers  within  any  one  state,  as  in  the  van  Belkum  and  Warns  books.

1797,  choice  1846/5  and  1846/lazy  6,  proofs  of  1825,  30,  46,  48, 
1839  0 and  1852  0 (unique),  gem  early  mintmarks,  and  the  best  Confederate 
restrike  we  have  ever  seen,  are  enough  to  give  an  idea  of  the  quality  of  this 
group.
